IDORESSES LEASHE ASSEMBLY 


French Delegate Gives Form*. 
-.ice 
That France Accepts the Protocol, 
Which Provides 
For Compulsory 
Arbitration, 
Mutual 
Disarmament 
and Guarantees of National Secur 
Ity—Japan’s Objections Overcome. 


Geneva, Oct 2 — Former Premier 
Aristide Briand of France declared 
in a speech before the assembly of 
the league of nations that If the arbi­ 
tration protocol is ratified by govern­ 
ments and parliaments of the nations 
represented here he could truly say 
the 
league 
has 
established 
world 
peace. 
Briand 
gave 
formal 
notice 
that 
France accepts the protocol, provid­ 
ing for compulsory arbitration, mu­ 
tual disarmament and guarantees of 
national security, drawn up by two 
subcommissions of 
the league 
and 
presented 
for 
the 
assembly’s 
ap­ 
proval. 
There is no doubt among those con­ 
versant with the peace discussions 
that the protocol will be approved by 
tire ar^cubly, a step to be followed 
by th 
transmission of the protocol 
to the governments represented for 
ratification by their parliaments. 
At Great Britain’s request, France 
through M. Briand opened the debate 
on the protocol. Lord 1’armour replied 
for Great Britain, after which the rep 
resentatives of the other states were 
permitted to place the views of their 
countries on record. 
— The objections of Japan to the pro­ 
tocol were overcome by making two 
amendments to the text. 
The first 
orovides that a decision by the world 
court or the league c >u.: ii that a 
question in dispute is solely within 
the Jurisdiction of a state would not 
preclude consideration by the council 
or assembly under the terms of the 
league covenant. 
The other has to 
do with the 
much 
discussed "ag­ 
gressor state’’ and stipulates that un­ 
less a country with a judicial sen­ 
tence against her toils to submit the 
question to the council or assembly 
under article 11 of the covenant she 
shall not be held to be ^n aggressor. 
England, through 
Lord 
Parmoor, 
lord president of the council, did not 
go as far as France, merely announc­ 
ing her acceptance of the resolution 
transmitting the protocol to the gov­ 
ernment, but promising to exert all 
the influence of the British govern­ 
ment and parliament to ratify it. The 
speaker insisted that • the 
protocol 
j©presented no attempt to make the 
council of the assembly of the league 
a super state, with authority over the 
various governments. 
Such an at­ 
tempt would court inevitable failure, 
he said. 
“Neither the council nor the 
assembly.” he continued, "w)ll have 
any power to interfere in internal af­ 
fairs beyond what is already compre­ 
hended In the covenant, that is to say, 
not until a stage has been reached 
which means war or a threat of war 
at which stage a new condition arises 
and we enter into tin* sphere of inter 
national law “

Present Season Shows Unusual In­ 
crease In the Number of Township* 
Infested With the European Pest. 
State Director Truax Recommends 
Four Measures to Check Ravages 
of the Insect. 


Columbus, Oct. 2.—State Director of 
Agriculture 
Truax 
announced 
that, 
despite the combined efforts of th© 
state 
and 
federal 
governments 
to 
check the spread of the 
European 
corn borer, the destructive insect is 
wending its way rapidly southward 
from the lakes region toward middle 
Ohio counties. 
Director Truax declared that the 
present season has shown an unusual 
increase in the number of townships 
infested 
with 
the 
European 
corn 
borer. 
"By the end of the 1924 sea­ 
son," he said, "the number of town­ 
ships reported infested, as of Sept. 1, 
1924. 
will 
have 
been 
considerably 
more than doubled.” 
Quarantine was declared in Novem­ 
ber, 1923, in 104 townships reported 
by scouts to be infested with the in­ 
sect. On Sept. 1, 1924, Director Truax 
recalled, 
104 
additional 
townships 
had been reported as infested, making 
more than 
200 
townships affected. 
The state agricultural department’s 
records 
show 
additional 
infested 
townships being reported by its field 
workers rlmost daily, he said. 
While the commercial damage from 
the corn borer at present is inconsid­ 
erable, Director Truax said he be­ 
lieved the-e was grave danger that 
by the end of the harvest season this 
yeqr the pest may have made notice­ 
able inroads in the farmers’ incomes 
in Ohio, 
"if the European corn borer 
continues to spread as rapidly in the 
future as it 
has in the last 
few 
months," said Truax. "its mutilation 
of Ohio corn soon 
will reach sueh 
large proportions that it can not be 
overlooked.” 
Four measures were recommen dad 
to the farnrer as a means of reduc­ 
ing to a minimum the destruction by 
the 
coin 
borer. 
They were: 
Out 
close to the ground; put the corn in 
a silo, if possible: 
shred the corn 
fodder: burn all crop remnants. 
Workers 
interested 
in 
the fight 
against the spread of th*- corn borer 
have found 
that 
where the afore­ 
mentioned rules are observed the far­ 
mer is less likely to be troubled with 
the insect, according to Truax. 
At present, the campaign against 
the corn borer is confined to two ac­ 
tivities, he said. Scouts are employed 
by the state department of agriculture 
to determine the extent of the spread 
of the insect, and quarantines are es­ 
tablished to prevent the infected ears 
from coming into contact with healthy 
stalks. 
Then there are the research 
bureaus at Oak 
Harbor 
and 
San­ 
dusky, where various methods of con­ 
trol are tested.

Having set forth the laws of the 
kingdom In the Sermon on the Mount, 
’intl His power to administer tho af­ 
fairs of the kingdom In the miracles 
of the eighth 
and 
ninth 
chapters. 
Matthew now sets before us the melh- 
ods which the King adopted in the 
propagation of the kingdom. It should 
he clearly noted that 
this 
chapter 
does not outline the policy of mission­ 
ary endeavor in this age. 
To teach 
it thus will be a grievous blunder. 
The following divisions of the chap­ 
ter suggest the dispensational aspects 
of the lerson. 
I. Instructions Bearing Immediately 
Upon the Apostles’ W ork to the D eath 
of Christ (w . 1-15). 
In strictness of interpretation these 
teachings have no application to any 
later period. 
1. The Ministers Chosen (vv. 1-4). 
These twelve humble men were chosen 
and commissioned to carry forth the 
work of the propagation of the king­ 
dom. 
They were not commissioned 
with church truth. These twelve stood 
In a peculiar relation to Israel. 
2. The Sphere of Their Mission (vv. 
5, 6). 
They were to go only to Jews. 
They had no message for Gentiles, or 
even 
Samaritans. 
After 
Pentecost 
this sphere was widened. 
(See Luke 
24:46:40; Acts 1:8). 
This would be 
a strange restriction to place upon 
ministers today. 
3. Their 
Message 
(v. 
7). 
“The 
kingdom of heaven Is at hand.” This 
meant that tile promised kingdom of 
israel was at hand, that Jesus Christ, 
the promised King, was present and 
ready to set up His kingdom if they 
were w iling to have it. 
This differs 
widely from th ' message of the min­ 
isters today. 
After the 
church 
Is 
translated, \he same message will he 
Taken up for a brief time by the re­ 
maining remnant. (See Acts 15:13-18; 
Rom, ll ; Rev. 7). 
4. The Supernatural Authentication 
of i heir Mission (v. .8), 
They were 
clothed with power to work miracles. 
These wonderful works were really 
d< ne hy the twelve. Where is the min­ 
ister today who is so foolhardy as to 
try to fulfill this? 
r>. Their Maintenance (vv. 9. IO). 
They were to make no provision for 
their support, but to depend wholly 
upon the Lord who sent them. 
They 
had received the message and power 
gratuitously, and they were to give it 
in the same way (v. 9). 
Happy, in­ 
deed, would we be today lf we had 
more ministers who are 
willing to 
trust the Lord for their support in­ 
stead of bargaining for a stated ani 
ary! 
6. Responsibilities of Those to Whom 
the Message Was Delivered (vv. 11- 
15). 
L£on entering the city or town 
they were to Inquire for a respect­ 
able place to stay. 
Into that home 
they were to bring peace. 
If the peo­ 
ple would not receive them or hear 
th eir-message, they were to pronounce 
judgment upon them, and the turning 
of the Ix>rd from them was symbol-

observatory, I 
which in the last 13 years lins giveu to 
the world first news of many earth* 
quakes, now assures the public that 
its reports in the future will be even 
j more dependable.

The university today has among Its 
I Instruments 
a 
new 
seismograph, 
known as the Galitzin vertical seismo­ 
graph, the only one of Its kind on this 
aide of the Atlantic. 
The special features of this delicate 
piece of apparatus are magnetic regis­ 
tration 
and photographic recording, 
whereby the element of friction in the 
other types of machines is entirely 
I •Aminated. 
Accordingly, the machine 
will permit of the recording of many 
more of the world’s quakes and permit 
of a more accurate interpretation of 
the writings of a shaking earth. 
Doctor Sieberg of the Jena seismo­ 
logical station places the number of 
quakes felt sensibly or Instrumentally 
the world over from 9.000 to 10,000 
yearly. Of these In the past only from 
90 to 110 have been annually recorded 
of Georgetown. .F ather Francis A. 
Tondorf, director of the observatory, 
hopes that this number may now reach 
from 300 to 400. 
When it first was founded In 1911 
the Georgetown observatory had only

seismograph—of

rt carried a stationary mass of 
80 kilos. 
The rocking during wind­ 
storms of tile south tower of the Mealy 
building, in whose base the instru­ 
ments were at first placed, necessitat­ 
ed their removal to a cuve beneath 
the quadrangle.

Loss Preventable. 
The United States Department of 
Agriculture points out that losses due 
to mange mites are largely preventa­ 
ble. 
Treatment consists in the appli­ 
cation

various simple remedies, 
ranging from mixtures of kerosene 
and lard to specially prepared mite- 
oontrol dips. The hogs may be treated 
by hand application, hog oilers, spray­ 
ing, medicated hog wallows, or by dip­ 
ping. 
In 
applying 
the 
treatment 
swine owners should always treat the 
herd, whether all animals show j 
infection or not. 
Medicated hog wal­ 
lows ore one of the most practical 
means of reducing munge-mite infec- j 
tion, since the instinct habit of hogs * 
is to wallow in water. 
By medicating 
the water in proparly constructed wal­ 
lows the remedies take affect with a 
minimum expenditure of money, time 
and labor.
